At ilrat Collector 
Welhurn was authorised to employ only 
twenty-seven clerks lo register tho 
35,000 coolies in that district. This 
number was found iiisulllcient, and it 
was increased until sixty-two clerks aro 
now engaged hi the work. Collector 
Wolbnrn believes he will be able to reg- 
ister all the Chinese in tho Snu Francisco 
district by May 3d. 


Deputy Collector firifiin enys hr» in 


confident that when the work of reg- 
istration is finished the result will show 
that there are 2f> por cent more Chinese 
in the state than ban been supposed. 
So far no Chinamen liavn c.omc before 
him to register who were not entitled 
to certificates, though ho he has refused 
several witnesses whoso character ho was 
not willing to regard as satisfactory. 


In one instance Mr. (Jrimn registered 


thirteen members of one firm. He was 
somewhat surprised at this extensive 
partnership, but on investigation found 
there was no fraud, as the affair was a 
co-operative concern.

CROPS BETWEEN TREES. 


Some Kinds of Crops More Injur- 


ious Than Others. 
From thtfTularo Keg IN tor. 


It does seem to a novice In horticult- 


ure that the spaces between young trees 
when first planted in orchard form can 
bo "tilised in the production of Borne 
kind of abort crop that will pay part of 
the expenses of building up his orchard 
until Htich time as it will bear fruit. 


The writer confesses that ho labored 


under the same imnresaiou for a num- 
ber of years, hut during tho last four 
years has made some practical experi- 
ments and the results with various 
crops are herein set forth for tho infor- 
mation of your readers who may be or 
contemplate growing an orchard : 


Potatoes, one crop, does no percepti- 


ble injury to the trees. Henna are very 
injurious, seeming in some way to poison 
tho trees. More deaths occurred among 
the trees planted with beans between 
the rows than any other vegetable. 


Watermelons stunt the trees . very 


much, particularly ie this the case with 
prune trees. 


Pumpkins do not stunt the trees and 


dp but little harm, but they do no good 
either. 
Corn is exceedingly .stunting and 


whatever you get for u corn crop will be 
offset by a siiortage in your fruit crop- 
besides holding back your trees from a 
iroper "up to date." developement. 
Peanuts do not injure the trees mater- 


ally, but they encourage the breeding 
of "red" spider" and that insect is des- 
,1'tietive to young trees, besides that it 
;oste nione'y to keep him in subjection. 


Strawberries are not injurious; black- 


berries I have never tried. 
Wheat, 


jarle'y or hay crops of any kind arc very 
jad. To sum the entire matter up there 
are only one or two crops that should be 
raised "between your trees—if any. Of 
course, to a poor man starting an 
orchard it looks wasteful to cultivate so 
much land that is unoccupied between 
iis trees, but experience has shown the 
writer that the success lies in cultivating 
it "all the same."

FATTENING HOGS. 


The Method Pursued by a Kern 


County Man. 


From the linkoreflcld Cnllfornlnn. 


At Button Willow S. W. Wible is hav- 


ing hogs fattened on a large scale. Just 
now there are 2000 of them in the pcna, 
and each one is gaining about two 
pounds in weight every day. They are 
fed upon Egyptian corn, which is pre- 
pared for them in the following manner: 


Huge tanks have been constructed, 


each holding eighty sacks of Egyptian 
corn. A number of finely perforated 
pipes run lengthwise through these 
tanks, and when the charge of corn is 
put in steam is turned into the pipes. 
Tho tanks are charged about noon each 
day and the steam is kept on until the 
next morning. When taken out the 
corn looks for all the world as if it had 
been popped and is said to be exceed- 
ingly delicious to the human palate. 
This steamed corn is then mixed with 
water to form a pasty consistence and 
fed freely. 
The troughs from which the hogs eat 


are kept scrupulously clean. 
Once a 


week the feed is salted a little, and oc- 
casionally wood ashes are mixed with 
it. The feed averages from five to six 
pounds of steamed corn daily per hog.

The case of .1. Ciusiir against ConEta- 
iu Green of Modem, in form, but the 


Bank of Madera in fact, was concluded 
yesterday in Judge Webb's department, 
,he jury finding for the plaintiff in 
every particular. 


The case, which originated in a con- 


,est over the title to about a dozen and 
i half mules, lo which C:usar claimed 
ownership, has occupied the court for 
,hc past two days, and owing to the dis- 
tinguished and historic name of the 
plaintiff, the classic wits of the bar have 
been tlippantty referring to it as "J)c 
Bullo Ulullico" when not within Hie 
hearing of Judge Webb, who is went to 
impose vindictive lines for contemptu- 
ous remarks of this kind. 


C. '/j* Turnbaugh of Madera, it scums, 


at one time owned the larger portion of 
the mules in question and leased them 
to Mr. Iliettc of the same place. Later 
tbey were sold to J. Caesar of Traver, 
who used them in grading tho railroad 
extension on the Asphalt branch below 
Bakerslield. That completed, he re- 
turned them to pasture near Traver for 
a, few days, then hired them out to 
Hiotto to iiaul lumber from Maripoaa lo 
Madera. 
, 
Hictte, it seems, had endorsed a uolo 


held by the Bank of Madera which was 
not met at maturity and the bank peo- 
ple caused Constable Green to seize tho 
niiilcs on a writ of attachment, on the 
thcorv that the mules actually belonged 
to lliette — tho transfer to Caesar being 
•ncrely an attempt to evade their claim. 


The costs of tho litigation that fol- 


lowed, including claim, keepers' fees, 
clc., amounted to about $80U, and the

piece to a lengthwise fold of the goods. 
Cut the skirt lengthwise; the cape, with 
the front edges lengthwise; the sleeves, 
so that tbe parts below the elbows will 
bo bias; ami tbe sleeve puff, either 
lengthwise or bine. Before cuttting tbe 
goods be careful to read "Directions for 
Cutting" printed on tbo envelope. 


The size for four yenra will require 


four and a quarter yards of goods 
twenty-four indies wide. The si-/.c for 
six years will require four and a half 
yards of goods twenty-four inches wide.
